23rd ANNUAL VOLUNTARY KNIGHT TEMPLAR EYE FOUNDATION 


Sir Knights, the 23rd Annual Voluntary Eye Foundation Campaign is underway. We are once again actively engaged in this 
most Humanitarian cause that makes it possible for those in darkness one day to be able to have their sight restored and enjoy the 
wondrous beauty of the seasons, So many of our companions have suffered loss or impeded sight so that they cannot hold or obtain 
employment, are unable to move about without assistance, are without assistance, are without finances to pay for surgery and the 
necessary hospitalization connected with it, or concerned that before long he may become totally blind spending his remaining 
years in complete darkness. The participation by many of our members in generously giving over and above the stated annual 
assessment has made it possible for us to assist an ever increasing number of persons overcome with fear, desperation and hopelessness. 
The Grand Encampment Knights Templar of the United States of America, in continuous existence since 1816 with more than 
350,000 members, voted to set up the Knights Templar Eye Foundation at its Triennial Conclave in New York in 1955. Their Stated 
objectives were to create a foundation to provide funds for research, for surgical treatment and hospitalization of those suffering 


from diseases of or injuries to, the eye, which if unattended and treated might result in total blindness. It was also its purpose to 
treat and correct cross-eyes in children. 


The eligibility or admission of all persons is without regard to race, color, creed, age, sex, or national origin. The treatment of 
all patients for these purposes is free and limited to persons unable to pay, and performed in existing facilities. Every effort is being 
made to contain the costs so that all applicants are relieved of any undue financial hardship. For those 65 years or older, under 
Medicare, the foundation pays the deductible plus 20% of the balance of expenses incurred both in surgery and hospitalization so 
long as each bill is not in excess of our stated fee schedule. Glasses, prosthesis and contact lenses would be paid for only after surgery 
as prescribed by the attending Opthalmologist. If covered by Medicare, the foundation pays the remaining 20% provided the total 


charge is not in excess of the stated fee schedule. The foundation can pay for surgery in connection with Glaucoma but do not cover 
cases involving treatment of this disease only,

RECORDER’S REPORT 
FOR YEAR ENDING JUNE 30, 1990 


Boston Commandery No. 2 started off the year with a total membership of 590 Sir Knights, with one 
Honorary Member. A total of five Companions were knighted during the previous twelve months, two Sir 
Knights were reinstated and one Sir Knight affiliated with our Commandery. The other side of the ledger is 
shocking; eight Sir Knights requested demits which were granted, several requests were deferred, fifteen Sir 
Knights were suspended, all but one for non-payment of dues for three or more years. In addition, there were 
twenty-one deaths reported prior to June 30, 1990, some after that date were reported this year, Our total 
membership after adjustment for any and all errors on June 30, 1990 was 554, To record a gain, we would have 
needed to knight forty-five Sir Knights, we had only five.

The Trustees of the Permanent Funds of the Boston Commandery No, 2 are pleased to report that for the 
first six months of this Commandery year the income in the Permanent Fund actually received by way of 
dividends, bond and interest total $26,000, which is right on target. Securities sold produced $106,139 sale 


proceeds, the cost was $72,755, recording a net gain on the exchanges of $33,384. New purchases on March 1 was 
$113,600, an unrealized gain of close to $18,000. 


The dividend income from the Charity Fund for the six-month period totalled $3,171. One-half of the 
Boston Edison was sold with a net gain of $2,265, the replacement securities are valued at $800 more than cost 
at the present time. This dividend income has made it possible to satisfy all requests to date for charitable 
contributions,
